They are being 
embarrassed by a lack of material for 
study. Dr. Goldberger has had to shift 
from place to place in his hunt for the 
most adequate source of material for 
study. 

The latest plaint in this direction comes 
from Drs. Jobling and Arnold, who be-

With a pail of good size, some water, 
flour, galt, and a dry yeast cake, or 
fresh, if I could get it, and no baking 
accommodations save a frying pan, I 
think I could make a tolerably good 
raised bread in the wildernss. I would 
like to add a little sugar and butter 
for flavor, but could get on without 
these. 

A great virtue of home made bread 
well made is that it inspires chewing 
and rewards it to a much greater de- 
gree than other foods do. The bread 
mixer is supposed to supplant the bread 
board largely, but after énough flour 
is added to make a dough the latter 

may move round and round, instead of 
rods rending the dough with every 
revolution. Because of their height 
bread mixers are uncomfortable ihings 
to reach into if you want to knead the 
dough with your hands or with a 
tablespoon well griped so that you can 
»| brace your forefinger in the bowl. 

In making bread with six cups of

of salt, a yeast cake dissolved in three 
tablespoons of tepid water with one 
tablespoon of sugar, one tablespoon of 
butter, and one pint of tepid liquid, 
half milk and half water, though it 
was mainly designed for buns, I made 
one small loaf, and it was of quite as 
good texture as many a bread kneaded 
on a board.
